3.  Ink-print  publishers  and  copyright  dates  are  given  immediately  following  the  author's 
name. 

4.  The  Talking  Book  recording  date  is  enclosed  in  brackets  following  the  date  of  copyright. 

5.  Initials  enclosed  in  parentheses  indicate  by  whom  the  first  edition  was  paid,  or  the 
Talking  Book  master  records  loaned. 

6.  Reading  grades  are  indicated  by  Roman  numerals  for  Grades  l-X,  or  as  Adult.
